‘An original member of the squad- 
‘ron when it was formed in 1943, 
W/c V. F. “Cowboy” Ganderton, 
DFC, Wai ht and Leduc, Alta., 
officer com ing the Lion squad- 
ron, completed his second tour of 
operations shortly before V-E day. 
He has logged more than 42 attacks 
on enemy targets and ie one of the 
first two airmen to complete two 
tours of operations with this famous 
outfit of the RCAF Bomber Group. 

During his first tour, while cros- 
Sing the enemy coast one night, his 
Halifax bomber was attacked by an 
enemy fighter ‘which opened fire 
with its cannon, One cannon shell 
eut the controls in the cockpit, 
forcing the pilot to turn for home. 
Flying at 21,000 feet at the time of 
the attack, the bomber was down to 
8,000 feet when it hit the English 
corst. At this stage the captain told 
the crew to bale out. All landed 
pafely—the “Winco” landing on the 
back of a cow in an English meadow 
—thus the name of “Cowboy” which 
has stuck ever since. For his feat in 
getting the crew safely back he was 
awarded an immediate D.F.C. 

On completion of his first tour, 
W/C Ganderton took over the duties 
of group ground training instpictor 
for 10 months, returning later to 
take command: of ‘his old squadron. 

“The second tour was much more 
eventful than the first,” said W/C 
Ganderton. “Five times during the 
first 15 @orties the nose of the bemb- 
er I was flying was holed by flak. 
On two other Occasions we were 
forced to stooge in over the target 
on three good engines and drop our 
bomb load. The first time, an attack 
on the city of Cologne, an Me. 210 
attacked as We were leaving the 
target and opened fire on us, During 
the evasive action, both our gumers 
returned the fire until he broke off 
the attack/’ . ‘ 

“We were aiso forced to turn back 
one night when two engines “packed 
up” on the to > target, . but

W/C Ganderton joined the RCAF 
in May 1941. He won his wings and

Searle Precipitation 
Report No. 2 


The total moisture condition, 
which is the main factor that gov- 
erns the yield per acre for this pre- 
sent growing crop, has declined since 
April 30th, the date of the last 
Searle Precipitation Report No. 1. 

The all-round figure for the three 
Prairie Provinees, taking into ac- 
count both growing season rainfall 
and the reserves that have been 
stored on stubble and summerfallow 
land, now stands at 92% of normal, 
compared with 98% on April 30th 
and 806% at this same time last 
year. For Alberta the total rainfall 
condition is now 80% of normal, com- 
pared with 85% on April 30th and 
67% a year ago. , 

In Alberta Crop Districts 1, 5. 6, 
8, 9, 11, 12, 14 and 17 have a mois- 
ture condition considerably below 
normal, Crop Districts 2, 3 and 15 
are better than normal.

Q.—-Will they receive 
family allowance and their 
income tax deduction?

A.—No, They will be paid the 


family allowance, but the amount of 
their tax deduction will be reauced 
by the amount of the family allow- 
ance that they will receive, In other 
words, those whose present tax ded- 
uction is already greater than the 
amount of their family allowance, 
will be in the same position as before, 
Those whose tax deduction is leas 
than their family allowance, will 
bénefit. 

Q.—Will people have to apply for 
the family allowance if income tax 
deductions for their children are 
more than they would receive by 
way of family allowance? 

A.—No. Income tax payers nave 
the option of applying for the family 
allowance or of waiving their claim 
to the family allowance and claim- 
ing the full deduction for . their 
children under income tax, 

No one can say in advance, yow- 
ever, that he or she will not benefit 
from family allowances, Ingvmes 
may change during the course of a 
year. Anyone who is uncertain 
whether or not he or she will benefit 
from family allowances more than 
from the tax deduction should re- 
gister for the family allowance and 
in this way be on the safe side, The 
income tax payer who applies for 
and receives, the family allowance 
can’t possibly be worse oft-—he will, 
in most cases be better ofr, 

Q.—Will the allowance count as 
income for income tax purposes? 

A.—No, it is not income for tax- 
ation purposes. 


REGISTRATION 

Q.—Where can registration or 
application forms be obtained? 

A.—¥Forms will be delivered 
through the post office to every 
household in which children under 16 
are living. Additional forms can be 
obtained at any post office. 

Q.—Are birth certificates re- 
quired with the application? 

A.—No. Through the cooperation 
of the provinces, births noted on the 
registration forms will be checked 
against provincial records. In some 
cases a further inquiry may have to 
be made to the parent or other ap- 
Plicant (especially for children sorn 
outside Canada, unless birth certifi- 
cates are attached to the application) 

Q.—Can registration be made in 
any ‘language other than English or 
French? 

A.-No, Any person speaking a 
foreign language should secure as- 
sistance in registering in either 
English or French, and should take 
particular paing to write clearly so 
that there can be no mistake ag to 
names and addresses necessary to 
make payments. 

Q.—Should Indians register. 

A.—Yes, Forms will be sent to the 
Indian Agents who will conduct the 
registrations.
